. Annual Subsidy Of 
¥150,0000. 


The Japanese Government has 
decided to subsidise the Sino- 
Japanese Literary Association at 
the rate of Y150,000 per annum 
for the purpose of ensuring the 
comfort of the Chinese students 
in Japan, says the Nichi Nichi.

The dormitories 
which the Association has decided 
to construct will be made as 
complete in all respects as can ba 
desired. They will be completed 
within half a year.

THE COAL CRISIS. ,'- 


: London, Assi il, 

Saturday’ 's decision has been followed by prompt results through- 
sut the country. Except in Fifeshiré the mine officials restarted 
Pumping yesterday and resumption on a general. scale is expected 
to-day. The regular pumpmen have announced their intention of 
returning throughout South Wales. In the meantime the Government 
fs not relaxing its efforts to cope with a possible crisis. Hopeful 
factors at to-day’s Conference were contained in the announcement 
that the Government is prepared to offer temporary financial 
essistance to the less productive collieries, also the completion of the 
‘wners’ scheme for improvement of wage scales. 

The fact that the miners have now agreed to meet the owners is 
regarded as positive evidence. that the strike is certain.to be sebtied. 
There may be momentary setbacks, but the ultimate i issue is considered 
in competent quarters as beyond question. The compromise ‘arranged 
on Saturday was hailed with intense satisfaction throughout the whole 
country. An explanation is sought in various causes, The refusal 
of the men to pump the mines alienated the sympathy of the public, 
but furthermore, whereas the revolutionary section apparently 
thought the strike would be general, a division in the ranks once again 
manifested itself. 

The Railwaymen and Transport, Workers found only half the men 
would respond and that the strike would inevitably fail. ‘There are 
also clear indications that the preparations of the Government; par- 
ticularly the Emergency. Powers Act, the movements of troops and 
ships and the extraordinary tesponse of the public to the appeal for 
voluntary aid, strongly influenced the promoters of the strike and 
turned the scale against their . persistent uncompromising 
attitude, Government circles are ‘convinced ‘that the strike, if it had 
taken place, would not have lasted forty-eight hours, nor would 
anyone have been short of necessaries. The effect of eventual resump-+ 
ion of work at lower wages is expected to produce an immediate fall 
in the cost of living with proportionate improvements in the value]. 
of wages. It is anticipated that such a settlement will be the turning 
point in the depression of trade.

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UNDEMOCRATIC DEMOCRATS. 


{fit de true, as now reported, that in. chousing Dr. 
Sun Yatsen as President of China: the Canton Parlia- 
mnentarians first acreed that each ballot: paper should bear 
the name of the voter, and that subsequently the President 
was vested with most arbitrary powers, then we shall have 
to revise our ideas as ty the detmocratic spirit: animating 
these Southern people. ‘There may have been good reasons 
for adopting such methods uf procedure, but until they are 
explained the impression will gain currency that the whole 
business was rushed through in rather irregular and 
unsecinly aimanner. ‘There would seem to be, also, a lack 

vot consistency when politicians who have been laying so 
much stress on legality and Cunstiutionality should decide 
suchoan issue in such an unusual way. 

This stary of the signing of votipg.papers calls to 
mind other elections Which have taken place in.Chinese 
polities, in which voters have heen instructed at the point 
of the revolver as'to whom they should vote for. Lt is easy 
to see that in such circumstances the lot of an M.V. voting 
for anyone other than Dr. Sun might well be an uncomfort- 
able and unenviable one. ‘Then, tuo, the President’s power 
of appointing and dismissing all officials, no matter what 
their rank may be, could be used with inuch effect against 
the chief executive's political enemies. ‘ With the situation 
as it is in Canton at the moment, we do not think anything 
is to be gained in the long run by methods such’ as these. 
(They may pay for a time, but the reaction is bound to set 
in sooner or later. s 

We should welcome any development, though, which 
gave promise of early peace in China. But thefe is little 
cause for hoping that this new move will aave that desired 
result. More than one Southern Province is unfriendly 
towards Kwangtung, whilst the attitude of some of the 
others is, to. say the least, doubtful. ‘There have even been 
yumours that in Canton itself there are prominent leaders 
who are thinking of joining hands with Kwangsi and the 
North against Dr. Sun and his followers. So the situation 
is not nearly so composed as appearatices would suggest. 
One point that could not have overlooked, also, was the 
fact that Sun Yat-sen’s election caused no enthusiasm 
whatever amongst the Chinese in Hongkong. That would 

_ Suggest that Sun's popularity is still far less than it was 
in other: days.. Hopefully as we should like to view the 
situation, we cannot bring ourselves to believe that peace 
will come to China inthe near future. There is a bare 
possibility that North and South may come together if 
certain developments eventuate, but a very big change 
would have to be effected before that happened. So long 
as Sun and. his party can keep hold of the reins in Canton, 

- Abe Provinco of Kwangtung at Teast will remain estranged 
drom the North. ;

Dr. Bertrand Russell. 


Last week a widely-circulated 
Poking message was received 
here giving circumstantial details 
of tho sudden passing, through 
acute pneumonia following in-, 
fluenza,*of Dr. Bertrand Russell 
—af announcement which we 
published as a report simply. A 
later communication conveys 
the gratifying news that, though 
Dr. Russell has experienced a 
severe illness, tho prospects of 
recovery. are steadily growing 
brighter. This report also is 
unconfirmed at the moment, but, 
prima facie, it ia much more 
likely to be correct, since it is 
rare for rumour to fabricate the 
resuscitation of the dead. Accord- 
ing to this, Dr. Russell joins the 
small, albeit growing, band of 
those privileged to read their 
Prior to 
Dr. Russell,: Lord Desborough 
was tho latest case of the kind, 
and only a year or two ago'Sir 
Horaco Plunkett had_ the’ like 
experience, while the late Lord 
Rhondda was erroneously report- 
ed to be one of the victims of the 
Lusitania. Asa man of letters, 
Dr. Russell's case may be more 
directly likened to that of 
Tolstoi. We sincerely trust 
that the parallel will not 
continue. The famous Russian 
novelist | survived ‘his reported 
death ‘only a-few days,. during 
which he ‘lingered in semi- 
unconsciousness. Dr. Russell 
arrived in tho Far [ast last 
October to fulfil a lecturing 
engagement at Peking University. 
Not all political and social 
students are able toagree with the 
advanced views of this scion of a 
noble house (Dr. Russell is heir- 
presumptive to a Peerage, the 
present holder, his brother, having 
no children); but everybody will 
welcome verification of this, later 
message. 


Hymen Busy. 


More elderly bachelors are 
taking to matrimony, and the 
nuniber of widows of all ages 
remurrying is on the increase. 
Those facts are brought out in 
tho 82nd annual report covering 
tho year, 1919 of the Registrar- 
General for England and Wales, 
which also discloses that secular 
marriages are on the increase, 
Of the widows the war accounts 
for the number of the younger 
ones, but hardly for the large 
increase among those of, say, 
over 45, This increase in widow 
marriages, however, appears to 
he part of a general increase in 
marriage at later periods of life. 
The number.of bachelors of: over 
45 who married in 1918 and 1919 
was in each year more than 
double that in L911... At the other 
end of the age-scale also, the 
‘husbands increased, nearly 7,000 
youths in their "teens . entering 
the holy bonds during the year. 
Nearly all the juvenile henedicks 
were mindful of Sam Weller's 
admonition, only about 1.5 per 
cent. of them succumbing- to 
the blandishments of widows. 
Among bridegroome of some- 
what maturer - ‘yoars the 
partiality for - ““widders” . was 
perceptible enough, seeing that 
of widows between the ages of 25 
and 30 half a dozen timos as many 
as in 1911 remarried, while of 
those under 25 the number was 
snore than ten times as many as 
in the earlier year. In fact, the 
greater tendency all round to 
marriage was very marked dnr- 
ing the period. Appareritly more 
people are gotting tired nowadays 
of lonely lives, aud the larger pay 
probably ‘acted as ao stimulus, 
prospective bridegroom feeling 
more affluent despite the ‘higher. 
living costs, 


The Birth-rate. 


During the war certain public- 
ists exhibited such inordinate 
and ill-considered zeal over 
the question of population 
as- to advocate the 
legalisation of irregular unions, 
and even the introduction of 
polygamy. This type of talk is a 
direct .ehcouragement to im- 
morality. The point whether it 
is advantageous to “boost” 
population is a debatable- pone, 
especially by such unedifying 
means. Other factors than num- 
ber enter into the question of a 
nation's welfare. Is Russia, even 
with her vast area, better off for 
ber teeming millions? Even in 
a better-regulated country — like 
Britain (as one may say in- spite 
of the industria! situation), the 
employment available is scarcely 
sufficient for the workers, apart 
from trade depression. Deliberate 
restriction of the birth-rate is 
another matter. Unparalleled as 
werothe losses during the war, and

This seems 
very feasible, and if the Imperial 
Govornment could get to see the 
folly of diminishing the quantity, 
with smuggling from China‘ so 
rampant, it would save us the 
wrinkles. A lot of opium is 
smuggled into the, Colony and 
then re-smuggled to Manila, the 
United States, Australia and 
olsewhere. Is it not foolish to rob 
the Hongkong Government of 
revenue which would flow in leg- 
itimately but which now is divert- 
ed to enrich opium smugglers 
and those who work with 
then? It is. estimated that at 
least fifteen’ million dollars 
worth of: opium is smuggled 
yearly into Hongkong. The 
only way to stamp it out is to sell 
more opium or the same quantity 
so that local consumers will 
not buy from the smugglers and 
pay high prices for the stuff. The 
policy of the Imperial Government 
is a laudable one, but it is doing 
little to stamp out the opium 
habit among the Chinese, The 
traffic in illicit opium is immense,
